That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  repeal, 
or  amend  any  part  of  this  charter,  if  it  be  necessary  for  the  interest  of 
the  Commonwealth ;  Provided  however.  That  in  so  doing  no  injustice 
shall  be  done  to  the  stockholders.

WHKRkAs,  When  the  town  of  Reading  was  originally  laid  out  by  the 
proprietaries  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  a  certain  lot  of  ground, 
BOW  known  as  "the  commons,^'  situate  at  the  foot  of  Penn*s  mount,  in  ^'••■■hU. 
the  said  tovnr,  was  reserved  hj  the  said  proprietaries,  as  a  free  and  pub- 
Be  commons  for  the  dwellers  m  said  town,  and  was  so  known  and  used,^ 
from  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine,  notwith« 
Btanding  which,  the  heirs  of  the  said  proprietaries,  after  the  close  of 
the  revolutionary  war,  claimed  the  same  as  their  private  property,  there 
being  no  legal  evidence  on  record  of  said  grant  having  been  made  by 
Thomas  and  Richard  Penn : 

And  vherecu,  In  view  of  the  circumstances  aforesaid,  on  the  nioe- 
teenth  day  of  November,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  Peter 
Feather,  Jr.,  Jacob  Roads,  and  Jacob  Epler,  then  commissioners  of 
Berks  county,  purchased  from  John  Penn  and  Richard  Peno,  late  pro«

*  now  city  of  Readiog,  marked  number  sixty,  in  the  pte  of  outvote 
attached  to  said  boroagh,  oontaiDixig  ae  per  recital  in  said  deed,  fiftj- 
fiye  and  a  half  acres,  bat  in  reality  about  eigh^-fire  aereB|  with  the

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 

oiaiea,  or  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders,  be,  and  the  same  tre 
hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  <^The  Erie  Qua  Company/'  and  by  the  said  name  thej 
and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession  and  shall 
be  in  law  capable  o^  sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded in  all  courts  and  judicatories  whatsoever,  and  also  of  contnct- 
ing  and  being  contracted  with,  relative  to  the  business  and  objects  o( 
the  said  corporation,  as  hereinafter  declared,  and  they  and  their 
successors  may  have  a  common  seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  they  and  their  sucoeesors,  as  iSbresaid,  shall  hare 
power  to  lease,  purchase  in  fee  simple,  such  real  estate  as  may  be  neces-

SEcnoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houte  of  Rq>re$en» 
UUives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Rnn^lvania  in  General  JMemblif 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  eame,   That 
the  portion  of  the  fifty-seventh  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  Comtrootion  of 
farther  supplement^  which  authorixes  the  board  of  managers  of  the  the  d7th  teetion 
bridge  company  known  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  "The  Presi-®/  *ha  aot  rela- 
dent,  Managers,  and  Company  for  erecting  a  bridge  oyer  the  Gonemaugh  b  "idi o^nd'ora" 
river,  at,  or  near  the  town  of  Livermore,  in  the  county  of  Weatmor^pika  companieir 
l&nd,"  in  ease  of  the  death,  removal,  or  resignaticm  of  any  preudent  or 
manager,  to  choose  another  to  supply  the  vacancy,  be  so  construed  as 
to  embrace  all  cases  of  vacancy  by  a  tie  vote  or  otherwise,  which  have

Section  1.    Be  if  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
Mives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mi  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,    That 
the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Clarion,  shall  have  Town  oounoil  of 
fewer  to  enclose  the  public  square  on  the  south  side  of  Main  street,  in  *£»•  l>ofough  of 
ttid  borough,  with  a  fence  of  iron,  wood,  stone,  or  any  other  substan-  qi  "e^publi***" 
tial  and  suitable  materials,  and  to  plant,  set  out,  and  cultiyate  therein  tqnare. 
trees  for  ornament  and  shade :  Provided^  That  a  street  of  forty  feet  in  ProTiso. 
fidth  shall  be   left  open  along  the  south  side  of  said  square,  and  a 
tfreet  fifty  feet  in  width  along  UH3  west  side  of  said  square. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure,  cut,  deface,  Penalty  for  in- 
born, break  down,  or  destroy  said  fence,  or  any  portion  thereof,  so  made  ju"e** 
in  pursuance  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  wilfully  cut, 
break,  defiioe,  or  destroy  any  of  the  trees  set  oat  and  cuUiyated  therein 
or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  malicious  mischief, 
and  liable  on  conviction  thereof,  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  county  of  Clarion,  to  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court :  Provided,  That  in  any  indictment  under 
this  act,  the  property  in  said  trees  and  fence  shall  be  vested  in  the  bur- 
gets  and  town  council  of  the  said  borough  of  Clarion. 

Section  3.  That  the  legal  voters  of  said  borough  shall  at  their 
annual  election,  on  the  third  Friday  of  February  next,  have  power  to 
elect  three  persons  who  shall  serve  as  auditors  for  said  borough,  one  of 
Slid  persons  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  to  serve  for  two 
yeare,  and  one  to  serve  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
sod  one  person  annually  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  their  election. 

Section  4.  That  the  duties  of  said  auditors  shall  be  to  adjust,  set* 
tie,  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  street  commissioner,  school  directors, 
seliool  treasurer,  borough  collector,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
aid  borough,  and  for  their  services  in  the  legal  discharge  of  their 
Unties,  said  auditors  shall  be  each  allowed  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
P»  daj  for  the  time  so  spent,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said 
Wough.

SxcnON  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Sotui  of  Represen- 
UUive*  of  the  CommonvfeaUh  of  Penni^li>ania  in  General  As$emLI^\ 
metf  and  it  is  herehy  enacted  hy  the  auihorify  of  the  sam«,  Thatj 
Russell  Vaqgn,  of  Mercer  county,  and  Alexander  Power,  of  Crawfordl 

CommiMioners.  county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  viewj 
and  lay  out  and  mark  a  State  road  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  foet,  com- 
mencing on  the  west  side  of  French  creek,  where  the  road  leading  from 
Gochrantown,  in  Crawford  county,  to  Brown's  mills,  in  Mercer  county, 
crosses  the  south  lino  of  the  Fulton  tract  in  Crawford  county,  and  run- 
ning thence  west  along  the  county  lines  di?iding  the  oounties  of  Mer- 
cer and  Crawford,  until  it  meets  and  reaches  a  State  road  already  laid 
out  along  said  county  lines,  near  the  Georgetown  and  Oonneaut  Lake 
load. 

Section  2  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them  after  having  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  before  a  jos* 
tioe  of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office,  to 
perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  with  impartiality  carefully 
to  view  the  *ground  over  which  the  road  to  be  laid  out  by  them  may 
pass,  having  due  regard  to  a  straight  and  easy  road  for  the  public,  at 
an  elevation  of  not  more  than  three  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line, 
and  that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  the  road  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  shall  render  the  route  agreed  upon  readily  found  by  the  super- 
visors; and  for  fulfilling  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  the  commissioners 

CompeatatioD*  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  for  ever^  day  they 
shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  assigned  by  this 
act,  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorised  to  employ  one 
surveyor  at  two  dollars  per  diem,  two  chun-bearers,  and  one  aze-man;

holders at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  increase  their  capital  stock 
if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  said  company  shall  hare  finished  two  miles 
or  more  of  said  road,  they  shall  have  power  to  erect  gates  and  receive 
tolls,  agreeably  to  the  conditions  and  restrictions  of  sections  twelve  and 
thirteen  of  an  act  approved  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-nine. 
Commencement  SsoTlON  4.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  commence  the  construe- 
and  completion  ^on  of  said  turnpike  road  vnthin  three  years,  and  complete  the  same

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Housa  of  Representor 
tiv^  of  the    Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania   in    General  Assembly, 
irntf  and  if  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,   That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act^  the  township  of  Indiana,  in  the  Indiana  town- 
coQDtj  of  Allegheny,  shall  be  divided  into  four  road  districts,  and  ship,  AHeghenr 
Zacbeas  Patterson,  Edward  M'Korkle,  and  Robert  MTherson,  of  said  ^^^"^y.^^^^^^^^ 
township, are  hereby  authorized  and  appointed  to. make  said  <iivision  ]^^  jj*,'J,J*qj,^'*' 
and  put  up  notices  thereof  in  each  district,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  election  of  supervisors  in  said  township,  describing  said  district.

Section  6.  That  hereafter  the  citizens  of  Mount  Pleasant  township.  Mount  Pleasant 
Westmoreland  county,  residing  south  of  the  clay  pike  shall  hold  their  township,  Wesi-

Letter!  patent,  paid  thereon  by  each,  whereupon  the  Governor  shall  by  letters  patent, 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Commonwealth,  create  and  ereet 
the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  .the  time,  then 
also,  those  who  shall  thereafter  subscribe  to  the  number  of  shares,  as 
aforesaid,  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  *'  The  Allegheny  gas  company,"  and  by  the  same 
name  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  and 
capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of 
record  and  elsewhere,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 

Hold  lands  &e«  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors, 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chatties,  and  all  estate,  real, 
personal,  and  mixed,  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this 
incorporation,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  sell,  mortgage,  grant, 
alien,  or  dispose  of,  and  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
put  in  execution  such  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  appear 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  being 
contraij  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
Commonwealth,  to  make  dividends  semi-annually,  of  such  portions  of  the 
profits  actually  made,  as  the  president  and  managers  for  the  time  being 
may  deem  proper,  and  also  to  have  and  make  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the 
matters  and  thines  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for 
the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  ordering  of  the  affairs  of  the 
same  ;  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  considered  as 
in  any  way  giving  the  said  corporation  any  banking  privileges  whatso-

_  materials,  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  streets,  buildings^  manufacto- 
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riefl,  dwellings^  stores,  and  other  places,  in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  and 
in  such  territories  adjacent  to  the  said  city,  as  may  desire  a  supply  of 
the  same,  and  to  manufacture  and  sell  coke,  and  other  products  of  dis- 
tillation from  coal,  or  other  ^naterials,  that  may  be  used  in  said  works, 
and  to  erect  and  construct  suitable  buildings,  works,  apparatus,  and 
machinery  for  manufacturing,  distributing,  ana  introducing  the  same  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  and  is 
hereby  authorised  to  erect  gas  posts,  burners  and  reflectors,  to  dig  such 
trenches,  and  lay  such  pipes  in,  along  and  across  the  public  roads,  streets, 
lanes,  avenues,  alleys,  common  ground,  and  side  walks,  in  the  said  city 
of  Allegheny,  and  the  territories  adjacent  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  and  introducing  their  gas,  as  the  said  company  may  deem 
necessary,  and  the  saibe  to  raise,  alter  and  repaif  as  often  as  required : 
Provided,  That  said  company  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  fill  up  Proviio. 
said  trenches,  and  restore  the  said  public  roads,  streets,  lanes,  avenues, 
alleys,  common  ground,  and  side-walks,  to  as  good  a  condition,  as  they 
vere  respectively  in  before  the  said  trenches  were  dug,  at  the  proper 
eost  and  expense  of  said  company,  and  in  such  manner  as  to  be  satisfac* 
tory  to  the  councils,  or  the  street  committee  thereof 

Section  4.  That  the  said  named  commissioner'^,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  the  said  letters  patent 
shall  have  been  obtained,  give  at  least  ten  days'  previous  notice,  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  said  city,  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  ap-

gas  works,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  to  enter  into  and  exe- 
este  contracts  in  relation  to  the  objects  of  said  corporation,  and  to  en- 
force the  same,  to  ascertain  and  declare  the  time,  manner,  and  propor- 
tions, in  which  the  said  stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys  due  on  their 
respective  shares,  to  draw  orders  on  -the  treasurer  for  money,  which  or- 
ders shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  majority 
of  the  managers  present,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  gen- 
orally  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act,  and 
the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  company  they  are  authorized  to  do : 
Prondedy  That  no  contract  for  the  purchase  of  pipes  or  materials,  ex-  Pro  Tito, 
oeeding  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  entered  into,  nor 
ttj  extensions  of  mains,  exceeding  five  hundred  feet,  be  directed  nor 
i&y  dividend  «f  profits  be  deelared,  nor  any  alteialioD  in  the  price  of 
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gas  made,  nor  any  increased  sabacription  of  capital  stock,  anilionzed 
withont  the  presence  and  concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  president 
and  managers. 

Section  6.  That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday 
of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three,  and  on  the  same  day  and  month  annually  tliercafter,  at  the  office 
of  said  company,  in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
which  mectiug  notice  shall  be  given,  at  least  ten  days  previously,  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  and  choose  by  ballot,  by  a 
majority  of  votes  present,  their  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  which  officers  so  elected  shall 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  others  are  chosen,  and  the 
stockholders  shall  meet  at  such  other  times,  either  upon  the  requisition 
of  the  president  or  managers,  or  of  any  stockholders  who  own  in  the 
aggregate  two  hundred  shares,  as  they  may  be  summoned  to  meet  bj 
suid  managers  or  stockholders,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws,  at  which  annual  or  special  meeting  they  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of 
Yotes  present,  in  manner  aforesaid,  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and 
regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and  perform  every  other  corporate 
act.

ny, unless  he  or  she  has  fully  paid  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock 
by  him  or  her  subscribed,  as  airected  by  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
and  at  all  subsequent  elections  and  meetings  of  said  company,  no  per- 
son shall  be  permitted  to  vote  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  fully  paid  all 
the  instalments  called  for,  and  then  due  on  the  shares  by  him  or  her 
subscribed,  and  all  votes  by  proxy  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  are  prescribed  by  the  act,  passed  on  the  twenty-eight  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  regulate  proxies/' 

Section  8.  That  the  election  of  officers  provided  for  in  the  fonrth

SsoTiON  1.  Be  ii  enacUd  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Repreeen- 
toHvee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  ^memNy 
metf  and  it  ii  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

Bloomfield  academy  thereunto  belonging,  and  to  make  and  ezecnte  gum^, 
Euch  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  as  will  in  law  or  equity  oonvey  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  a  full  and^  clear  right  and  title  to  the  pre- 
mises, as  fully  and  at  large  as  the  corporation  of  the  said  Bloomfield 
academy,  now  holds  and  enjoys  the  same.

Re^atire  to  the  Schaylkill  county  prison,  and  to  discharged  convicts ;  to  the 
election  of  sobool  directors,  connoilmen,  town  clerk,  and  to  the  appointment  of 
an  aoctioDeer  tn  the  borough  of  Pottiville;  to  the  divieionv  of  the  borough  of 
MinerfviMe  into  wmrda ;  and  relative  to  the  road  lawa  in  Frailey  tovirnahipt 
ia  the  county  aforeaaid. 

Section  1.    Be  %i  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  auOwrity  of  the  same^  That  the 
new  prison  erected  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill| 
shall,  when  completed,  be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of  "  The  Name  of  new 
Schuylkill   County  Prison,"  and  shall  be  managed  by  the  board  of  Pfj»^'»>»8ohoy I- 
couDty  commissioners,  who  shall^take  charge  of  said  prison  as  is  herein   *   ^' 
pTOTided  for. 

Section  2.  That  the  following  rales  and  regulations  for  the  gorera-  Rales  and  rega- 
ment  of  said  prison  are  hereby  enacted  and  established  :  lationt. 

ARTICLE  I.— COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  AND  THEIR 
DUTIES. 

They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  once  a  month,  and  adjourned  and 
special  meetings  whenever  necessary ;  they  shall  annually  nominate,  and 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  appoint  a  keeper, 
matron,  and  physician,  for  the  prison,  and  shall  fix  their  salaries  or 
c(«ipensation,  as  well  as  that  uf  all  other  persons  employed  in  and  about 
the  prison,  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  board, 
and  may  do  any  act  or  acts  required  of  said  commissioners,  and  shall, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  said  county, 
make  such  rules  for  the  internal  regulation  and  government  of  the  prison 
w  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com* 
monweal^,  or  the  principles  of  separate  confinement,  as  set  forth  and 
<)eelared  by  this  act;  they  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which  all  bedding, 
clothing,  provisions,  and  all  articles  and  supplies,  necessary  for  the  support 
&Dd  employment  of  the  personi  confined  in  said  prison,  shall  be  purchased, 
md  also  the  sale  of  all  articles  manufactured  therein,  and  shall  direct 
the  manner  in  which  the  convicts  confined  in  said  prison  shall  be  em- 
ployed ;  they  shall  determine  the  quantity  and  the  kind  of  food  that 
shall  be  furnished,  daily,  to  each  person  confined  in  said  prison,  and  the 
^iebtor's  apartment;  they  shall  determine  the  bedding  of  all  convicts, 
pnaoners,  and  debtors,  the  form  and  color  of  the  uniform  of  male  con- 
yicts,  and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  female  convicts  and  prisoners, 
in  summer  and  winter )  they  shall,  at  least,  by  one  of  their  number, 
^it  the  prison  and  apartment  for  debtors,  at  least  once  a  week,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary,  to  see  that  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and 
attendants  are  correctly  and  strictly  performed;  and  to  prevent  all  op- 
pression, peculation,  or  other  abuse,  or  mismanagement  of  said  prison, 
they  shall,  on  their  visits  to  the  cells,  and  to  the  debtor  apartment, 
^k  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not  be  attended  by  any 
of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  the  said  officers  are  thereto  especially 

wqtdred  by  them ;  they  shall,  if  required,  be  furnished  by  the  keeper

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actual. inspeotioD,  see  whether  til  persons  named  in  said  calendar  are 
confined  in  the  respective  cells  and  apartments  assigned  to  them,  and 
the  convicts  employed  as  directed ;  thej  shall  have  power  to  examine 
any  person,  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  relative  to  an  j  abuse  or  oppression 
in  said  prison,  or  other  matter,  within  the  purview  of  their  duties ;  ihej 
shall^  at  all  times,  after  the  annual  period  of  appointing,  have  power, 
with  the  approbation  of  two  of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, the  president  being  one,  to  dismiss  the  keeper,  matron,  or  physician, 
and  to  supply  vacancies  thus,  or  otherwise,  occurring ;  they  shall,  on 
or  before  the  second  Monday  of  the  first  term  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  in  every  year,  mbke  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  said  court,  of 
the  state  of  said  prison ;  the  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  confinement,  their  age,  sex,  alleged  place  of  nativity,  time  of  commit* 
ment,  for  what  offence,  noticing  those  who  escaped,  died,  were  pardoned 
or  discharged ;  also  such  observations  on  the  efficiency  of  the  system  of 
separate  confinement  as  may  be  the  result  of  their  experience  and  ^ve 
such  information  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  making  said  prison 
effectual  in  the  punishment  and  reformation  of  offenders  -,  whereupon 
the  said  court  may  take  such  order  on  said  report  as  they  shall  think 
proper  and  cause  said  report  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk^  of  the 
court  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE.  IL— KEEPER  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison,  or  institution,  and  not  absent 
himself  for  a  night,  without  the  consent  of  one  of  the  commissioners,  in 
writing ;  he  shall  visit  every  cell,  and  apartment,  and  see,  and  inspect 
the  condition  of  every  person  confined  under  his  care,  at  least,  twice 
every  day, and  oftener,  if  practicable;  and  when  visiting  the  departments 
of  the  females,  shall  be  attended  by  the  matron ;  he  shall  keep  a  journal 
into  which  shall  be  regularly  entered  the  reception,  discharge,  death, 
pardon,  or  escape  of  any  prisoner,  the  complaints  that  are  made,  and  the 
punishments  inflicted  for  the  breach  of  prison  discipline,  as  they  occur, 
the  visits  of  oommissioners  and  physicians,  and  all  other  occurrences  of 
note  that  concern  the  state  of  the  prison ;  he  shall,  with  the  advice  of 
the  commissioners,  appoint  the  under-keepers,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioners,  any  be  necessary,  and  dismiss  them  whenever  he  thinks 
proper,  or  the  commissioners  direct  him  to  do  so ;  he  shall  report  all 
infractions  of  the  rules  to  the  commissioners,  and,  with  the  approbation 
of  one  of  them,  punish  the  offender  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed 
by  the  rules  to  be  enacted  by  the  commissionhrs,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for }  he  shall  take  charge,  keep,  and  preserve  all  money,  effects  and 
clothes  found  on  persons  brought  into  the  prison,  to  be  confined  as 
convicts  or  prisoners,  and  shall  deliver  the  samia  to  them,  or  their  order, 
when  discharged;  he  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to 
the  prisoners,  according  to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  the 
work  cf  such  as  are  employed;  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the 
physician  whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness 
as  to  require  medical  aid ;  he  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given  by  the 
oommissioners,  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government  of  said  prison 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  he  shall  not  be  present  when  the  com> 
miflsioners  make  their  stated  visits  to  the  prisoners,  unless  thereto 
required  by  the  commissioners. 

ARTICLE  m.— MATRON  AND  HER  DUTIES. 

The  matron  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution,  and  not  absent 
_  kenelf  for  a  Bight,  without  the  consent  of  the  keeper  and  one  of  the 
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eommiarioners,  in  writing;  nhe  nhM  Tisit  every  cell,  and  apartment, 
occupied  bj  the  females,  and  see,  and  inspect  the  conditi  >n  of  every 
female  prisoner,  at  least  twice  every  day ;  she  shall,  at  all  times,  keep 
the  keeper  faitbfally  informed  of  every  fact  of  importance,  relative  to 
the  persons,  cells,  and  all  other  matters  under  her  care;  she  shall  direct 
the  labor  and  occupation  of  the  female  prisoners  under  the  general 
direcuon  of  the  keeper,  and  give  such  instruction  as  may  tend  to  their 
reformation  and  render  them  useful  members  of  society. 

AETICLB  IV.— UNDERKEEPERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

The  underkeepers  shall  see  and  inspect  every  person  committed  to 
their  care,  at  least  three  times  in  every  day,  and  oftener  if  directed ; 
they  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners 
According  t^  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  keeper,  the  work  of  such  as  are  employed ;  they  shall 
give  immediate  notice  to  the  keeper,  or  in  his  absence  to  the  physician, 
whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to  re- 
quire medical  aid ;  the  underkeepers  shall  have  each  a  certain  number 
of  persons  confined,  assigned  to  their  ward,  and  shall  daily  report  to 
the  keeper  or  any  of  the  commissioners,  and  request  them  to  visit  the 
persons  confined  under  his  or  her  particular  care ;  unless  they  obey  all 
orders  given  by  the  keeper  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government 
of  the  prison,  all  orders  to  the  male  undcr-keepers  must  be  given 
through  or  by  the  keeper,  and  to  the  female-keeper  through  or  by  the 
keeper  or  matron  j  they  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  the  prison,  • 
during  the  hours  of  duty,  without  permission^  in  writing,  by  the 
keeper. 

ARTICLE  v.— PHYSICIAN  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

The  physician  shall  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  every  fortnight,  and 
oftener  if  the  state  of  his  or  her  health  shall  require  it,  and  report  in 
writing,  once  quarter-yearly,  to  the  commissioners ;  he  shall  attend 
immediately,  on  notice  from  the  keeper  that  any  prisoner  is  sick,  pre- 
scribe and  administer  to  their  need ;  he  shall,  on  the  reception  of  any 
prisoner  into  the  prison  as  a  convict,  if  present,  or  if  not,  at  his  next 
risit,  e^dimine  the  state  of  his  or  her  health ;  he  shall  direct  the  diet 
of  those  under  his  care,  as  well  as  all  such  other  matters  as  in  his 
jadgment  will  best  promote  the  health,  and  convenience,  aud  comfort  of 
the  sick.  ,  • 

ARTICLE  VL— TREATMENT  OF  CONVICTS. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict  he  or  she  shall  be  examined  by  the 
keeper,  in  the  presence  of  any  of  the  commissioners  who  maybe  present 
and  the  underkeepers  who  can  conveniently  attend,  of  his  or  her  name, 
parentage,  alleged  place  of  nativity,  profession,  trade,  or  occupation, 
complexion,  color  of  hair,  eyes,  heighth,  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet, 
accurately  measured,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  other  natural  or  acci- 
dental marks,  or  peculiarity  of  feature  or  appearance,  as  may  serve  to 
identify  the  person ;  and  if  the  convict  can  write,  he  or  she  shall 
write  his  or  her  signature,  to  the  description  of  his  or  her  person ;  he 
or  she  shall  then  be  examined  by  the  physician,  if  present,  of  his  or 
Icr  health,  then  be  stripped  of  all  money,  effects,  and  clothes,  on  their 
petsona,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for  ,  | 
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that  purpooe^  and  shall  be  kept,  preserved,  and  deUyered,  as  hereb 
provided  for;  he  or  she  shall  then  be  bathed,  cleaned,  and  clothed,  in 
the  uniform  of  the  prison,  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or 
her ;  the  females,  if  advisable,  in  the  second  storj  of  the  prison,  nu- 
mericallj  assigned,  bj  which  number  he  or  she  shall  hereaftei  be 
known,  during  his  or  her  imprisonment ;  no  convict  shall  be  allowed 
the  use  of  ardent  spirits  in  any  form,  unless  under  the  special  direc- 
tion of  the  attending  physician,  nor  the  use  of  tobacco,  unless  so  di- 
rected by  the  commissioners,  or  be  permitted  to  receive  any  thing  bat 
the  prison  allowance ;  and  if  any  person  shall  supply  or  attempt  to  sup- 
ply a  convict  with  any  article  by  this  clause  forbidden,  shall,  on  coq- 
viotion,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  if  an  officer  or  keeper,  be  dismissed ;  no  convict  shall  be  dis- 
charged whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  although  entitled 
thereto,  unless  by  their  own  desire ;  the  uniform  of  the  male  convicts 
shall  be  a  jacket  and  trowsers,  of  cloth,  of  warm  material  for  the  winter 
and  lighter  material  for  the  summer,  the  form  and  color  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioners ;  and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  the 
female  convicts  in  summer  and  winter,  fixed  on  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  to  each  convict  every  week 
in  summer  and  one  in  winter ;  when  a  convict  shall  be  discharged  bj 
the  expiration  of  his  or  her  time  cf  imprisonment,  or  bjv  pardon,  the 
clothes  belonging  to  the  prison  shall  be  taken  off,  and  those  belonging 
to  the  convict  restored,  together  with  any  money  or  effects  taken  from 
him  or  her  at  the  time  of  reception  into  prison,  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
ded for;  if  he  or  she  shall  not  possess  any  money  or  suitable  clothing, 
the  commissioners  shall  provide  them  with  what,  in  their  judgment 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and  clothing,  five  dolkrs  ia 
amount. 

ARTICLE   VII.— TREATMEN't   OF    PRISONERS— DEBTOKS 

EXCEPTED. 

On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  in  said  pnson, 
committed  to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  eixamined  by 
the  keeper  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  or  other  person  delivering  said 
prisoner,  and  any  of  the  commissioners  who  may  be  present,  and  those 
of  the  underkeepers  who  can  conveniently  attend,  and  deprived  of  all 
money  and  effects,  clothing  excepted,  on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall 
be  entered  of  record,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  money 
and  effects  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  delivered  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
ded for,  shall  be  signed  by  the  keeper  and  attested  by  the  aforesaid 
persons  who  may  be  present  at  the  aforesaid  examination  and  depriva- 
tion of  him  or  her  as  aforesaid;  he  or  she  shall  then,  if  necessary,  be 
bathed  and  cleaned  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or  her,  the 
females,  if  advisable  and  practicable,  in  the  second  story  of  the  prison, 
numerically  desi^ated  by  which  namber  he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be 
known,  during  his  or  her  imprisonment;  they  shall  be  provided,  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with 
suitable  clothing,  to  be  worn  while  in  prison;  they  shall  be  subject  to 
such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may  adopt,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
provided  for  the  preservation  of  cleanliness,  decorum,  and  order  in  the 
cells,  among  the  prisoners,  and  may  be  punished  by  closer  confinement 
and  deprivation  of  food,  until  obedience  is  submitted  to ;  no  prisoner 
shall  be  discharged  whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  illness,  unless  by 
his  own  desire ;  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  lurnished  each  prisoner 
every  week  in  summer  and  one  in  winter;  when  a  prisoner  shall  be 
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dtseharged  from  imprisonment,  tbe  money  and  effects  of  which  lie  or 
she  was  deprived  when  received  into  prison,  shall  be  restored  as  herein- 
before provided  for :  Provided^  however,  That  snch  persons  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  labor  unless  at  their  own  desire,  and  should  any  desire 
it,  he  or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  put  to  such  labor  as  shall 
be  in  practice  in  said  prison,  and  in  case  oC  acquittal  on  trial,  he  or  she 
shall  be  paid  for  their  labor  by  the  commissioners,  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  county,'  such  sum  as  the  commissioners  shall  judge  he  or  she  is  in 
equity  entitled  to  :  Promded  oho,  That  any  such  person  shall,  at  his 
or  her  expense,  have  the  privilege  of  books  to  read  and  materials  to 
write,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  instructions  as  the  commissioners 
may  enact,  by  rules  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  Vin.— VISITORS. 

The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  Oovernor,  the  Members 
of  the  Legislature,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  the  president  and  associate  judges,  Attorney  Qen- 
eral,  District  Attorney,  grand  juries,  commissioners  and  sheriff,  of  the 
county  of  Schuylkill ;  no  person  who  is  not  an  official  visitor,  or  has  not  ' 

written  permission,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may 
adopt  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison,  except  attorneys- 
at-law,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  their  clients  confined  for  trial ; 
none  but  the  official  visitors  shall  have  any  communication  with  the 
convicts,  nor  shall  any  visitor  whatever  be  permitted  to  deliver  to  or 
receive  from  any  convict  or  any  other  person  confined,  any  letter  or 
message  whatever,  or  to  supply  them  with  any  articles  of  any  kind, 
excepting  such  letters  or  messages,  to  or  from  persons  confined  for  trial, 
as  shall  first  be  submitted  or  communicated  to  the  keeper  or  one  of 
the  commissioners,  and  by  him  approved  of,  under  the  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ',  any  visitor  who  shall  discover  any  abuse  in  practice 
of  law  or  oppression,  shall  immediately  make  thd  same  known  to  the  • 

board  of  commissiooers  or  to  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  if  any  of  the  commissioners  are  implicated. 

Section  3.  That  as  soon  as  the  Schuylkill  county  prison  shall  be 
completed  and  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  the  county  com-  County  eommis- 
missioners  shall  take  charge  of  said  prison,  and  thereupon  issue  their  order  sioners  to  take 
to  the  sheriff  of  said  county  of  Schuylkill,  who  is  hereby  authorised  °'^»''K«°fP"^^°  • 
and  directed  to  execute  the  same,  commanding  him  forthwith  to  re- 
move  and  deliver  to  the  keeper  thereof  all  persons  who  shall  then  be 
confined  in  the  old  jail ;  they  shall  each  be  confined  in  the  respective 
apartment  assigned  for  them,  and  therein  undergo  their  respective  sen- 
tences or  terms  of  imprisonment  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  sentence  or  imprisonment,  and  until 
they  be  otherwise  legally  discharged. 

SsOTlON  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  after  the  passage  of  this  Sentencet  of 
act,  be  convicted  in  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  convicn. 
Schuylkill,  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  exceptiog  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  the  panishmcnt  of  which  now  is,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  impris- 
onment in  the  State  penitentiary,  shall  beseirtenCed  by  the  proper  court 
to  ttodergo  said  punishment  either  in  the  State  penitentiary,  or  in  the 
Schaylkill  county  prison  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

of  said  county  be  thereto  required  by  the  commissioners,  except  in  , 

cases  of  murder,  suicide,  manslaughter,  or  death  caused  by  casualities; 
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and'ii  sliall  be  the  dnt j  of  the  Attending  ph  jmcian  of  said  prison  to  cer- 
tif J  to  Uie  commiarioneni  the  name  and  age  of  every  person  who  may 
die  in  said  prison,  together  with  the  disease  or  caose  of  death  of  each 
pertfDn  so  &r  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same,  which  certificate  the  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  entered  of  record  in  abook  to  be  kept  by  them 
for  that  purpose,  and  abready  scTeral  times  referred  to  in  this  act^  and  the 
original  shall  be  by  them  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quar- 
ter Sessions,  to  be  by  him  filed  in  his  office  for  the  inspection  of  all 
interested,  die  county  commissioners  shall  have  power,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  and  required,  unless  where  the  friends  of  the  deceased 
will  lake  charge  of  the  body,  to  have  such  deceased  person  interred  in

That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county 
to  bs  discharged  of  Schuylkill  phall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  discharge 
roeiiu*"''"*^"'  from  prison  without  the  delay  and  expense  of  any  proceeding  under  the 
insolvent  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  every  convict  who  shall  have 
served  out  the  term  of  his  imprisonment  at  labor  to  which  aach  con-

connected  with  such  sale,  or  derive  any  emolument  from  such  sale  or 
contract ;  nor  shall  either,  or  any  of  them,  extend  to  any  person  con- 
fined in  said  prison  any  favor,  lenity,  or  mitigation  of  punishment,  or 
inflict  any  punishment  not  authorised  by  this  act  or  by  any  subsequent 
act  that  may  be  passed,  or  the  rules  that  are  to  be  made  by  the  com-

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA; 

SscnoN  2.  That  it  sball  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  comininioiien» 
ot  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribiDg  an  oath  oraffinnatioQ 
before  some  competent  authority  to  perform  the  duties  eujoined  upon  them 
by  this  act,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  riew  the  ground 
over  which  said  road  may  pass,  and  lay  out  the  same  on  the  nearest  and 
best  ground  to  a  straight  line,  and  in  no  place  to  exceed  an  eleTatioo 
of  four  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line;  except  on  crossing  ravines  where 
moderate  filling  is  required. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  plain 
and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed  upon  for  tbe 
road  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readilj  td 
find  the  same  i  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  dudes  in  this  act 
enjoined,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ,  at  a 
per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  each,  two  chain-carriers

John  Marshall,  William  Darlington,  Joseph  J.  Lewis,  William  Apple, 
Wilmer  Worthington,  Uriah  V.  Penny  packer,  Philip  P.  Sharpless, 
George  W.  Pearce,  Washington  Townsend,  James  H.  Ball,  Samuel 
Way,  Nicholas  Mendenhall,  l)aniel  Hasted,  and  William  Whitehead, 
of  Chester  county,  or  any  five  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, to  do  and  perform  the  seyeral  things  hereinafter  mentioned  j 
that  is  to  B^,  they  shall  procure  a  suitable  book,  and  therein  enter,  as 
follows  :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to

the  interest  and  re-payment  of  the  .principal,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  conimon-**   *  * 
and  fifty  thoosand  dollars,  and  issue  certificates  of  loan  therefor,  redeemable  wealth.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Binue  of  Rfpresen-

Aatborizms  the  laying  oat  of  a  State  road  from  the  Wilkesbarre  and  Bridge- 
water  tompfke  road,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Diromock,  Sasquebanna  coanty, 
to  the  Lacks wmnna  mnd  Western  railroad  near  the  Tankhannock  depot,  in  the 
oounijr  of  Wyoming,  and  aathorising  the  laying  out  of  a  State  road  from 
Tnakbaniiook^  in  Wyoming  coontyy  to  Towanda^  in  Bradford  county. 

Sectiok  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresen- 
tatwet  of  the  Commonwealih  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
George  Walker  and  Lewis  Bmi^h,  of  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  and, 
William  M.  Piatt,  of  the  county  of  Wyoming,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  State  road,  commencing  Commissioneri.

For  the  relief  of  the  creditors  of  the  Susqaehanna  Canal  Company ;  aatboriz- 
ing  Moses  Phillips,  surviving  executor  of  Jesse  Bumffarner,  of  Washington 
county,  to  execute  certain  deeds;  erecting  an  independent  school  district  ont 
of  parts  of  Greene  and  Dunkard  townships,  Greene  county  ;  authorizing 
the  laying  oot  of.  a  State  road  from  Morris  Cross  Roads,  in  Payette  county, 
to  a  point  on  Dunkard  creek,  in  Greene  county ;  and  relating  to  the  electioa 
district  of  Ward  township,  Tioga  county. 

Preamble*  Whereas,  The  Susquehanna  canal  company,  by  reason  of  the  ex- 

cess of  the  actual  over  the  estimated  cost  of  their  canal^  were  obliged 
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to  contract  debts  to  %  large  amount  for  the  completion  of  that 
vork;  which  indebtedness  exists  in  various  forms,  secured  bj  different 
mortgages^  in  different  degrees  of  priority,  but  the  larger  part  of  it 
being  unpreferred  and  comprehended  only  in  a  general  deed  of  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  creditorsi  executed  by  the  said  company  on  the 
tventy-third  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-one : 

And  whereas,  A  large  amount  of  arrear  interest  has  accrued  upon

missioners  for  the  appeal  of  said  townships,  of  which  at  least  fifteen  lowest  bidder,

ballot,  and  it  shall  require  a  plurality  of  votes  oast  to  elect,  allowing  to 
each  member  one  vote  for  every  policy  of  insurance  held  by  him  in  said 
company. 

SfionoN  3.  That  no  insurance  shall  be  made  by  said  company  for  a  Time  of  iosn- 
longer  period  than  five  years.  ranM. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  loan  such  Loan  moaoy. 
portion  of  their  money  on  hand  as  shall  not  be  wanted  immediately  for 
the  purposes  of  said  company,  to  be  sedUred  by  bond  or  note  with  secu- 
rity, to  be  approved  by  the  executive  committee,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  and  no  bond  or  note  shall  be  permitted  to  lie  unpaid 
longer  than  twenty  days  after  the  same  becomes  due,  unless  renewed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Skcttion  5.  That  if  the  available  funds  on  hand,  and  the  amount  of  p^p^^il^Q^^ 
the  deposit  notes  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  diTidends  in 
fire  or  firfs,  in  such  case  the  sufferers  insured  by  said  company  shall  re-  case  of  lotiaa.

Corporatii^Q.      such  persons  as  are  or  hereafter  may  become,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 

I  prescribed,  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  certain  association  of 

lodges  and  encampments  of  the  independent  order  of  Odd  Fellows 'Of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  at  present  ej^istinc  in  the  State  of  Pennsiyl- 
vania,  and  holding  its  meetings  for  the  time  being  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, be,  and  they  are  hereby  created,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 

Style.  «  The  Odd  Fellows'  Widows^  and  Orphans'  Asylum  of  the  State  of 

Pennsylvania,"  and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  ju- 
risdiction, to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  at  pleasure  to  break, 

Privileges.  alter,  and  renew  the  same ;  to  take,  receive,  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  rights,  and  credits,  of 
what  nature  or  estate  soever,  and  the  same,  or  any  part  or  parts  there- 
of, to  sell,  alien,  and  dispose  of,  and  therefore,  when  sold,  aliened,  or 
disposed  of,  to  execute,  seal,  acknowledge,  and  deliver,  according  to 
law,  good  and  sufficient  instruments  of  conveyance,  deeds,  and  assuraoces, 
and  generally  to  do  all  other  acts,  and  enjoy  all  other  powers  and  pri- 
vilegesi  and  make  all  and  any  contracts  requisite  to  the  proper  conduct 
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and  management  of  tlie  said  asylum,  and  shall  haTe  power  also  to  maike 
bj-lawB  and  regulations  for  the  due  management  of  said  asylum,  and 
government  of  said  association,  so  that  the  same  be  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Com- 
monwealth :  Pnmded,  That  the  estate  had  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  Proviio.

Be  it  enacted  Inf  ike  Senate  and  H<m»e  of  RepreMenta- 
tivet  of  the  OommouweaUh  of  FemM^hania  in  (hneral  A$ienAlf 
tnetf  and  it  is,  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
George  Cadwalader,  William  Gibson,  M.  D.,  John  Philips,  M.  D., 
Alfred  L.  Elwyn,  M.  D.,  Frederick  Watts,  George  M.  Keifla,  James 
Gowen,  George'  W.  Woodward,  Sketehley  Idorton,  Alonso  Potter^  P.

That  the  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  to  pro- Object, 
vide,  erect,  and  furnish  a  ball,  or  suitable  building  or  buildings  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburg  for  the  aocommodation  of  the  various  lodges  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows'  established  or  to  be  established 
there,  and  suitable  also  for  a  library,  and  such  other  purposes  as  they 
may  deem  advisable  and  consistent  with  the  intention  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  Seal, 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  will  and  pleasure  to  change, 
alter,  uid  renew,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
the  corporation  hereby  constituted  and  as  herein  expressed. 

Section  4.  That  the  government  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  hall  associa*  Government 
tion,  and  the  management  and  disposition  of  its  affairs,  property,  and  >"<<  manage-

opinion,  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citiiens  of  this  Commonwealth,  in 
such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  oorponton 
thereof.

That  the  said  directors  shall  forsTer  hereafter,  in  name 
and  in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  to  all  intents  and 
parposes,  whatsoever,  relative  te  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Juniata,  aod 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
imnleaded,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  <<  Direetora  of  the  Poor 
and  of  the  House  of  Employment  for  the  oomnty  of  Juniata,''  and  by 
that  name  shall,  and  may  receive,  take,  and  hold  any  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  vahre  <^  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  any  goods,  and  chattels,  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation,  or 
bequest  of  any  person  or  persons,  whatsoever,  U>  purchaee,  take,  aad 
hold  any  lands,  and  tenements  within  their  county,  in  lee  simple,  or 
otherwise,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  lor  the  reception,  use,  and  ae- 
commodation  of  the  poor  of  said  oounty,  to  provide  all  things  neeessaiy 
for  the  lodging,  maintenance,  and  employment  of  said  poor,  to  appoiat 
a  Imasnrer,  annually,  who  shall  give  bond,  with  fall  and  sufficient  surety, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion thereof,  for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  offiee, 
of  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  book  accounts,  and  odier  papen^  to  ^e 
said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  handd, 
custody,  and  possession;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ, 
and  at  pleasure  remove  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  phy- 
sician or  physicians,  surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendauts  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor,  respectively ;  to  bind  out  apprsa- 
tices,  so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under  their  notice,  or  as  may 
now  be  bound  apprentices  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor :  Piwnded^ 
That  no  child  shall  be  bound  at  a  greater  distance  thui  thirty  miles 
from  the  poor-house,  and  to  have  not  less  than  three  months  schooling 
in  each  year ;'  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  sach 
other  powers  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  at  are  not  henio 
granted  or  supplied ;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to 
use  one  common  seal  in  all  business  relating  to  the  said  corporatioD, 
and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  directors  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  elee- 
tion  and  organisation  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  proba- 
ble expense  of  purchasing  the  lands,  and  building  or  erecting  the  ne- 
oessary  building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  mainlainiBg 
the  poor  of  the  county,  for  one  year;  whereupon  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  andioriied  ud 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  of  the  sum  neeesfltrj 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure,  on  loan,  on  the  credit  of 
the  taxes  herein  directed,  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fonrths 
thereof  to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes : 
Provided  alig)a^$,  That  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  anooot

ferent  districts  at  the  court  house,  on  the  same  day  that  the  other  re*  I 

turns  are  made  out,  that  a  majority  of  those  who  voted  are  for  a  poor 
house,  then  the  foregoing  act  is  to  take  effect;  but  if  a  majority  of  the 
volee  are  found  to  be  against  a  poor  house,  the  foregoing  act  to  be,  and 
the  same  is  herebv  noU  and  void. 

8jbot«>n  29.  That  the  sheriff  of  Juniata  county  shall  cause  this  act  Pablication  of 
to  be  published  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in  said  oounty,  at  bast  »e<« 
eix  weeks  pvevious  to  the  next  general  election,  the  expenses  of  which| 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  oounty  treasury.

and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  of  the  gift,  alienation  or 
bequest  of  anv  person  or  persons  whatsoever  to  purchase,  take  and  hold, 
any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county  in  fee  simple,  or  other- 
wise,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  lodging,  mainte- 
nance, and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  boroughs  and  townships  of

ibsence  or  refusal  of  either  of  said  officers  to  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
>f  the  secretary  to  notify  the  stockholders  thereof,  who  may  order 
mother  election  to  be  held  within  one  month  after  such  notice,  which 
ihall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.

and  to  the  erection  of  a  new  school  district  in  Pinegrotre  and  Wayne  town- 
ships, and  reiatite  to  certain  family  barial  groaod  associattoae  in  Philn-' 
delphia. 

SzcnoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Himse  of  Reprtun* 
tattves  of  ^  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
tnett  and  it  i$  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  members  of  Saint  Peter's  (ihurch,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  Corporation, 
and  they  are  hereby  created  one  corporation  and  body  politic  in  law, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Saint  Peter's  Church,"  Lutheran  and  Stfle. 
German  Reformed  combined,  worshiping  in  said  church  of  the  borough 
of  Pinegfove,  in  the  county  aforesaid.

BxcnoN  2.  Thai  the  secnlar  buBinefig  of  said  church  and  vmpegi&m 
shall  be  oonducted  bj  six  trusteeB,  three  of  whom  are  always  to  be  st 
each  denomination,  and  shall  consbt  of  the  following  named  persons,  tv 
wit :  Jacob  Stukel,  Senior,  John  Shults,  Junior,  and  John  Hinkd 
members  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  and  Oeorge  IKrk,  Heon

the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  men,  or  if  either  party  on  reasonable 
notice,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  said  freeholders 
shall  on  application  be  appointed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the

dusr,  That  said  company  shall  not  take  possession  of,  or  use  any  private 
propci^y  against  the  consent  of  the  owner,  without  first  making  compen- 
Bation  or  giving  adequate  security  to  make  compensation  therefor. 

Section  7.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  said  company  shall  Aecooats. 
keep  just  and  fair  accounts  of  all  the  moneys  received  by  them  in  any 
Way  uuder  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also  of  all  moneys  by  them 
expended  and  all  voluntary  contributions  to  said  company,  and  shall  at 
least  oiico  a  year,  or  whenever  called  on,  submit  their  accounts  to  any 
or  all  of  the  stockholders.

wheels  and  one  horse,  eight  cents ;  frir  every  dearborn  or  light  wagon 
with  one  horse,  ten  cents  ;  for  every  chaise,  coach,  phaston,  chair, 
wagon,  coachee  or  light  wagon,  with  four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents ;  and  with  four  horses  twenty  cents;  for. every  other 
carriage  of  pleas.urc,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sum  of 
toll  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  or  horses  drawing  the  same ; 
tad  two  oxen  shall  be  rated  as  one  horse  or  mule ;  for  every  foot-pasaen- 
ger  crossing  the  bridge,  two  cents;  and  they  shall  oauae  to  be  put  and 
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k«pi  «p  in  some  oonspionmis  plaoe  at  tbenies  of  sftid  bridgs  a  liife  of 
the  nt68  of  toll :  Provided^  That  the  brid^  shall  be  80  oonatncttd 
as  not  po  injure  or  obstruct  the  free  navigation  of  Pine  creek. 

SxoTiON  9.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy,  break,  or 
renoTe  from  off  said  bridge  or  any  part  thereof,  any  pieoe  of  timW, 
stone,  planky  chain,  bolt,  or  any  material  whatsoeyer  belonging  to  sui 
bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or  malioionsly  damage  the  same,  he,  ^, 
or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  over  sad 
above  the  damage  aone  to  said  bridge,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollsrs,  tolr 
recovered  with  costs  in  any  court  Imving  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  tMr  i 
tion  to  any  punishment  or  penalties  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  Cos- 
monwealth  for  similar  offences.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  JTonse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commontcealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Generid  Jietembig 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sawte^  That 
Curwinsville,  in  Pike  township,  Clearfield  county,  shall  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough  which  shall  be  called  the  borough 
of  Curwinsville,  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows :  begin* 
ning  at  the  intersection  of  an  alley  and  Locust  street ;  thenee  aloog 
sail  street  to  the  intersecUon  of  said  street  with  High  street;  thence 
alo  ig  High  street  till  it  intersects  Pine  street ;  thence  along  Pine  street 
on  3  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  feet;  thence  on  aline  parallel 
with  State  street  until  it  intersects  Thompson  street ;  thence  northea^* 
terly  along  Thompson  street  sixty  feet;  thence  again  on  a  line  parallel 
with  State  street  until  it  intersects  Filbert  street;  thence  up  Filbert 
street  to  an  alley ;  thence  along  said  alley  to  place  of  beginning.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  iZepreten- 
tatives  of  the  Commanweaith  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  Auembiy 
mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  corporate  name,  style,  aad  title  of  the  '<  burgesses,  high  constable. 

Corporation.  ^^^  common  coancil,  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,  as  established  by  the 
act  of  Assembly,''  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  four,  is  hereby  changed  to  the  "  burgess  and 
council  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,"  by  which  namt;  the  burgess  and 
council  elected  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
a  body  politic  and  (^porate,  in  law,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold,  and 
possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  juris- 

Privileges.  diction,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not 
exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  also  to  give, 
grant,  sell,  let,  and  assign  the  same  lands,  tenements, '  hereditaments, 
and  rents,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid }  they  shall  be  capable  in 
law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
law  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever,  and 
shall  have,  hold,  exercise,  possess,  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  in  and  to  all 
the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  ferries,  wharves,  market  stalls, 
landing  places,  ^oods,  chattels,  moneys,  and  effects,  whatsoever,  and  all

Section  2.  That  the  borough  of  Bristol  shall  be  included  within  the

Otter's  Bridge  ;  thence  by  land,  formerly  Joseph  Bond's,  north  fifty- 
two  degrees  east  ninety-six  perches  to  a  post ;  thence  north  thirty-nine 
degrees  east  fifty-five  perches  to  a  post ;  thence  by  the  waste  and  mill 
dam  south-east  fifty-eight  perches;  thence  up  the  several  courses  of  the 
mill  pond  on  lands  formerly  of  Phincnas  Buckley,  to  a  stream  of  water 
running  from  the  said  mill  pond  to  the  river  Delaware,  commonly  called 
Adams'  Hollow  creek;  thence  down  the  several  courses  of  the  said 
creek  to  the  river  Delaware ;  thence  down  the  several  courses  of  the 
river  Delaware  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  Who  nay  voto. 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  who  shall  have  paid 
a  borough  tax  within  one  year,  which  shall  have  been  assessed  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  iir  said  bo- 
rough on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  then 
and  there  eleci  by  ballot,  one  qualified  citizen  residing  therein  who  shall 
be  styled  the  chief  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  nine  qualified  citizens 
residents  of  said  borough,  who  shall  be  a  council,  and  shall  also  elect 
one  citizen  qualified  as  aforesaid,  as  high  constable^  and  another  as 
pound  keeper. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  as  burgess,  member  of  penalty, 
the  council,  or  high  constable,  after  having  been  notified  of  his  election, 
shall  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  office  to  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  every  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  which  fine  and  all  other  fines 
and  forfeitures,  excepting  those  imposed  by  section  seventeen,  relating 
to  nuisances,  incurred  and  made  payable  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  council,  shall  be  recovered  before  the  burgess  or 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  same  manner  that  debts  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  are  by  law  recoverable,  and  when  so  recovered 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  borough  for  the  use 
of  the  said  corporation :  Provided^  That  no  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  Proviso* 
shall  be  required  to  serve  in  either  of  the  said  offices  for  a  greater  length 
of  time  than  three  years  in  any  one  period  of  nine  years.

member  of  the  said  council,  and  to  the  high  constable,  and  the  certi-

stables of  this  Commonwealth  to  execute  process,  civil  and  criminal, 
issued  by  justices  of  the  peace  of  Bucks  county,  and  directed  to  him  as 
constable  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,  and  he  shall  do  and  perform  all 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  council,  and  shall  give  notice  of  the  annuiJ  elections 
in  said  borough,  and  serve  as  clerk  of  the  market. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  and  ooancil,  six 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  hold  meetings  from  time  to  time 
as  occasion  may  require,  at  which  meetings  the  bnrgess  shall  preside,  or 
in  his  absence  or  inability,  the  pre«!idcnt  of  the  council,  who  shall  be 
elected  by. the  council  at  their  first  annual  meeting  in  every  year;  and 
who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  burgess 
in  the  absence,  inability,  or  death  of  such  officer,  that  tMej  may  enact 
such  by-laws,  and  make  such,  rules,  regulations,  and  ordinances  as  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them  necesssry  to  promote  the  peace, 
good  order,  benefit,  and  advantage  of  the  said  borough,  particulu-ly  in 
providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  markets,  improving,  repairing,  and 
keeping  in  order,  and  regulating  the  pavements,  streets,  roada,  lanes, 
alleys,  highways,  and  wharves,  ascertaining  and  determining  the  depths 
of  vaults,  sinks,  or  pits  for  necessary  houses  and  making  permanent  re- 
gulations and  rules  relative  to  the  foundation  of  buildings,  party  walb, 
and  partition  fences ;  they  shall  have  power  to  assess,  apportion,  and 
appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them 
necessary  for  carrying  the  said  rules  and  ordinances  from  time  to  time 
into  complete  effect,  and  also  to  appoint  a  town  clerk,  one  or  more  per- 
sons to  act  as  street  and  road  commissioners,  a  treasurer  and  a  collector 
annually,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  same  officers  from  time  to  time  remove  for  neglect,  mis- 
conduct, or  misdemeanor  in  office ;  they  shall  have  power  also  to  revise, 
repeal,  or  annul  all  such  by-laws  or  ordinances  as  may  by  experience  be 
found  to  be  unequal,  unjust  or  unnecessary :  Provided  alwayu^  That  no 
by-laws,  rules,  or  ordinances  of  such  corporation  shall  be  repugnant  to 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  thai 
no  by-law,  rule,  or  ordinance  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  take  effect  until 
ten  days  have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  if  such  be  printed  in  said  borough,  and  by  at  least  twelve  ad- 
vertisements to  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough : 
And  provided  also.  That  in  assessing  such  tax  due  regard  shall  be  had 
to  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  taken  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
county  rates  and  levies,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  incor- 
poration, so  that  the  said  tax  i£all  not  exceed  thirty  cents  in  the  oae 
hundred  dollars  of  such  valuation,  unless  some  object  of  general  utility 
shall  be  thought  necessary,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
burgess  and  council  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
borough,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  meeting  being 
first  given  as  provided  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act,  when  tw<h 
thirds  of  the  votes  polled  at  such  meeting  shall  decide  how  mnch  and 
what  additional  sum  so  authorized  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the 
usual  manner :  Provided^  The  whole  amount  shall  not  exceed  siitj 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Skotion  8.  That  the  burgess  for  the  time  being  shall  take  cogm- 
xanoe,  and  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction,  and  authority  of  justices  of 
the  peace  within  said  borou/irh  for  the  suppression  of  riots,  tomnlts,  sad 
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disorderly  meetings  for  the  punisbment  of  vagrants  and  disorderly  per 
sons  as  well  as  in  all  criminal  cases,  and  in  all  cases  of  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  corporation  act,  or  of  the  supplements  which  may 
hereafter  be  appended  to  the  same  or  of  the  ordinances  of  said  borough, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  like  services  as  justices  of  the 
peace  are  by  law  entitled  to  receive,  and  all  attestations  of  the  records 
and  proceedings  of  the  borough  made  by  the  burgess  with  the  seal  of 
the  corporation,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  act  or  thing  certified }  and 
for  affixing  of  the  seal  to  any  instrument  other  than  for  borough  pur- 
poses he  shall  receive  fifty  cents,  and  his  warrant,  capias,  or  summons 
directed  to  the  constable  or  constables  may  be  delivered  to  execute  the 
same  at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Bucks. 

Section  9.  That  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  Councn  to  act 
safety,  the  council  are  authorized  to  act  as  a  public  force  within  said  "  *  P"bli« 
•  borough  with  power  to  arrest  all  riotous  and  disorderly  persons,  and  take  ^'^* 
them  before  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace 
reading  therein,  who  shall  commie  them  to  the  lock-up  house  if  charged 
with  an  offence  for  which  they  could  lawfully  be  committed  to  the  com- 
mon jail,  there  to  remain  and  be  kept  until  conveyed  to  the  county  prison 
or  discharged  according  to  law :  Provided^  That  no  person  committed  Proviio. 
shall  be  confined  in  said  lock-up  house  at  any  time  for  a  longer  period  than 
forty-eight  hours. 

Section  10.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  bor-  Borrow  money., 
row  for  the  use  of  said  borough,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  they 
shall  deem  necessary,  and  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other 
evidences  of  debt  for  the  sum  or  sums,  amount  or  amounts  so  borrowed 
to  the  persons  respectively  lending  the  same,  and  the  said  certificate  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  signed  by  the  burgess  and  by  the  treasurer  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  corporation  :  Frovided,  That  the  Proviso, 
whole  amount  of  indebtedness  of  said  borough  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Section  11.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  build  Repair  of 
and  repair  any  public  wharf  or  wharves  in  said  borough  which  may  be  wharvct. 
deemed  requisite  and  necessary,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  rent  out  from  time  to  time,  upon  such  terms  to  such  indi- 
viduals, and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  the  public 
wharves  of  the  said  borough  which  now  are  or  may  be  hereafter  con- 
structed, and  to  collect  wharfage  for  the  same* 

Section  12.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  Construction  of 
and  construct  streets,  roads,  lanes,  alleys,  and  highways  within  the  To«d»>  *Jo««> 
said  borough,  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  affected  consenting  ■"•y*»  *•' 
thereto  and  waiving  damages  therefor,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  objec- 
tion upon  the  part  of  any  owner  or  owners  of  such  property;  the  pro- 
ceedings to  obtain  the  laying  out,  wide^g  or  straightening  any  street, 
road,  lane,  alley,  or  highway  within  the  said  borough,  or  of  any  damage 
occasioned  thereby,  shall  be  by  petition  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions for  the  county  of  Bucks,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  thereof  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  term  at  which  it  shall  be 
presented,  and  thereupon  the  said  court  shall  proceed  in  all  respects 
agreeably  to  the  general  road  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  prescribing 
the  duties  of  courts,  juries,  viewers,  and  for  awarding  damage  and  so 
forth,  and  the  damage  awarded  and  expenses  incurred  shall  in  all  cases 
be  sustained  and  paid  by  the  county  of  Bucks. 

Section  13.  That  the  burgess  and  couocil  shall  annually,  on  or  be-  Levy  tax. 
fore  the  first  Monday  in  May,  levy  such  an  amount  of  tax  on  the  bo- 
rough  as  shall  be  thought  sufficient  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
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when  required,  furnish  the  burgess  of  said  borongh  with  a  correct  oqij 
of  the  last  adjusted  valuation  of  property,  subjects  and  things  made 
taxable  in  the  same  for  county  purposes,  which  said  property,  subjects, 
and  things;  with  the  exception  of  moneys  at  interest,  and  stocks  of  all 
kinds,  are  hereby  made  taxable  for  borotigh  purposes,  whereupon  ths 
burgess  and  council  shall;  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  annu- 
ally, levy  and  apportion  the  said  borough  tax,  and  when  such  tax  it 
thus  levied  and  apportioned  the  town  clerk  shall  make  out  and  certify 
a  correct  duplicate  of  the  same,  and  the  burgess  shall  also  attest  the 
same  with  his  signature  and  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  and  deliver  it 
to  the  high  constable  to  collect  the  said  tax ;  on  the  receipt  of  the  said 
duplicate  the  high  constable  shall  give  at  least  thirty  day's  notice,  bj 
not  less  than  ten  written  or  printed  advertisements,  to  be  put  up  in  the 
most  public  places  in  said  borough,  that  he  will  attend  at  the  usual 
place  of  holding  borough  elections,  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  said  adver- 
tisements, for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  the  borough  tax, 
and  shall  collect  and  receive  the  same,  giving  receipts  therefor  in  all 
cases  when  required  by  the  person  paying  the  same,  and  as  a  compen- 
sation therefor  the  high  constable  shall  receive  two  per  cent,  for  ail 
moneys  so  collected ;  and  in  case  any  borough  tax  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days  from  and  after  the  day  on  which  the  high 
constable  shall  have  attended  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  same  aa 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his  warrant  with 
a  schedule,  which  the  high  constable  shall  return  to  him  of  all  such  unpaid 
borough  tax,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  respectively  to  whom  the  same 
is  charged  in  the  proper  duplicate,  directed  to  the  high  constablet  whose 
duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  receive  the  same,  authorizing  and  requiring 
him  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  persons  napied  in  the  said  schedule 
the  sums  with  which  they  are  therein  charged  respectively,  together 
with  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  thereof,  which  per  centage  shall  io 
all  cases  be  collected  and  retained  by  said  constable  for  his  eompeasi- 
tion ;  in  case  any  person  so  charged  with  borough  tax  fail  to  pay  the 
amount,  together  with  the  per  centage  aforesaid,  within  twenty  days  after 
the  demand  made  thereof  by  said  constable,  the  constable  may  levy  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  said  delinquent,  giving 
ten  days'  notice  of  such  sale,  by  at  least  six  written  or  printed  adver- 
tisements, and  in  such  cases  said  constable  shall,  in  addition  to  the  per 
centage  hereinbefore  allowed,  be  entitled  to  retain  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale,  after  first  deducting  the  borough  tax  and  per  centage  afore- 
said, the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  a  levy 
Pioviao.  and  sale  upon  a  writ  of  execution :  Provided,  'I'hat  before  the  delivery 

to  the  high  constable  of  the  duplicate  aforesaid,  the  burgess  and  oouncil 
shall  require  of  him  sufiBcient  bond  and  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
amount  of  borough  tax  contai^^  in  said  duplicate,  and  that  if  said  high 
'constable  fail  to  give  the  secumy  required,  the  burgess  and  council  may 
appoint  another  person,  who,  upon  giving  the  required  security,  shall 
collect  the  said  borough  tax,  and  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  therefor  as  is  herein  allowed  to  the  high 
constable  aforesaid. 

y^j^  Section  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  council  to  assess  and 

collect  a  tax  on  single  freemen  and  inmates  residents  in  said  borough, 
to  be  rated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  raise  and  collect 
county  levies,  and  the  said  council  shall  further  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  assess  and  collect  on  each  and  every  dog  and  bitch  a  tax 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each  head,  as  they  may  decjs 
expedient  and  proper  for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 
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Skction  16.  That  the  bnrgess  and  council,  or  any  three  of  them,  Court  of  appeal, 
shall  constitate  a  court  of  appeal,  and  prior  to  the  collection  of  any  bo- 
rough tax,  they  shall  appoint  a  day  for  the  hearing  of  appeals,  of  which 
and  of  the  amount  of  his  or  h^r  tax,  the  high  constable  shall  notify  each 
taxable  by  a  written  or  printed  notice,  in  the  usual  manner,  at  least 
five  days  before  the  day  of  appeal :  Provided  nevertheless.  That  the  Proviso, 
said  court  of  appeal  shall  have  no  other  power  than  to  determine  the 
justness  of  the  apportionment  of  the  said  tax,  and  to  remedy  any  (;;riev- 
ancc  that  may  occur  in  imposing  the  same,  and  when  the  said  tax  shall 
haye  been  properly  adjusted  it  shall  be  collected  as  aforesaid. 

Section  16.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  full  power  and  Footways  and 
authority  to  pave  or  caused  to  be  paved,  agreeably  to  the  regulations  gutters  to  be 
from  time  to  time  made  and  established,  the  footways  and  gutters  on  ra^«d- 
any  public  street,  knc  or  alley  in  the  said  borough,  and  may  value  and 
assess  the  expense  thereof  on  the  owner  or  owners  in  front  of  whose 
grounds  such  footways  and  gutters  shall  be  paved,  and  for  grading, 
curbing,  renewing,  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair  in  front  of  their  res- 
pective lots,  and  the  said  assessments  shall  be  collected  as  other  borough 
taxes  are  by  law  collected,  and  in  default  of  payment  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  council  to  file  their  lien  for  the  same,  in  the  Common  Pleas 
Court  of  Bucks  county,  which  said  lien  shall  have  priority  to  any  mort- 
gage, judgment,  recognizance,  or  liability,  to  which  the  said  lot  or  lots  may 
become  liable  after  the  passage  of  this  act«  and  the  amount  secured 
thereby  may  be  recovered  by  scire  facias  as  debts  are  recoverable  under 
the  mechanics'  lien  law,  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  said  borough : 
Provided,  That  such  lien  shall  be  filed  within  six  months  after  such  Proviso, 
expense  is  incurred  by  the  said  borough,  and  recite  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  reputed*  owner,  and  the  occupier  or  occupiers  of  such  lots  : 
j9nd  provided  always.  That  all  and  every  the  owner  or  owners  of  ground  Proviso, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  grading  and  paving  the  footways  on  their 
own  front  aforesaid,  so  that  they  have  it  completed  within  six  months 
after  due  notice  in  writing  given  for  that  purpose  by  the  said  council, 
or  by  any  other  person  by  them  appointed  :  ^nd  provided  also,  That  proviso. 
uo  person  shall  be  obliged  to  pave  any  footway  to  a  greater  breadth 
than  four  feet  on  that  portion  of  the  front  of  any  lot  whereon  a  dwelling 
house  has  not  been  erected,  nor  shall  any  person  be  required  to  grade, 
pave,  and  curb  as  aforesaid  any  lot  or  lots  situated  more  than  five  hun- 
dred feet  beyond  the  densely  built  portion  of  said  borough. 

Section  17.  That  no  person  or  persons  whatever  shall  be  permitted  Naisances. 
to  erect,  create,  or  continue  any  nuisance  or  nuisances  injurious  to  the 
health  or  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  on  any  lot  or 
within  any  building,  or  within  any  street  or  alley  in  the  limits  of  the 
same,  under  the  penalty  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to 
be  sued  for  and  collected  in  the  name  of 'the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use 
of  the  said  borough  by  warrant  before  the  burgess,  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace  residing  therein,  who  shall  proceed  to  give  judgment  and  award 
execution  as  in  actions  of  trespass  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  with  like  costs :  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  in  all  cases  Proviso, 
in  which  judgment  shall  be  given  for  a  larger  amount  than  five  dollars

that  the  appeal  is  not  intended  for  delay,  and  shall  enter  into  recog- 
nisance with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  in  a  sum  sufficient  lo  cover 
the  maximum  amount  of  the  penalty  authorized  to  be  imposed  by  this 
section,  with  all  costs  likely  to  accrue  in  the  further  prosecution  of  the 
suit,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  judgment,  and  all  costs  that 
may  be  legally  recovered,  in  such  case  against  the  appellant  or  ap- 
pellants :  And  provided  further,  That  such  appeal  shall  be  entered 
and  filed  in  said  court  within  twenty  days  of  the  date  of  such  judgmeDt, 
and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  bar  an  indict- 
ment for  a  misdemeanor  under  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
the  same  offence.

To  incorporate  the  First  Presbyterian  church  and  eoDgregation  of  the  town  of 
Daaphio^  Dauphin  conAty. 

SsonoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Represen' 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
fnetj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  avXhority  of  the  same.  That 
a  corporation  is  hereby  created  by  the  name,  style,  and  title,  of  "  The  corporation. 
First  Presbyterian  churoh  and  congregation  of  the  borough  of  Dauphin, 
Dauphin  county,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of 
lav  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable,  in  law  and  equity,  to  p  .  ..

ARTICLE  JL— Membership. 
Any  person,  by  paying  two  dollars  annually,  or  twenty  dollars  at  one 
time,  as  a  life  subscription,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  this 
institute  and  to  all  its  privileges,  and  any  subscription  of  fifty  dollars 
shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  three  life  certificates,  one  for  himself 
and  the  others  for  such  persons  as  he  may  designate. 

ARTICLE  III.— Q^ers.

SxcmoN  J.  Be  tt  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Haute  of  RtpreetnJtt^ 
tivtt  of  the   Qmimonwealih  of  Fenfi^hanta  in   Oeneral  AumMf/ 
fnety  and  it  it  herebjf  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  tame^  Thai 
Thomas  Elder,  Jacob  M.  HaldemaD,  Henry  Walters,  Henry  Bnehler,  CooiiniMidMcs* 
Thomas  Elder,  Junior,  John  0.  Kunkel,  Samael  D.  Elams,  James
